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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Figure 9 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bearing sleeve 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the bearing sleeve. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 52,54 are directed towards New 
Matter. Specifically, no basis can be found in the disclosure as originally filed for more 
than one passive resilient tensioner, Therefore "at least one" is considered New Matter, 
as it essentially recites a range of one or more. 

Claims 52 and 55 are further directed towards New Matter, as there is no basis in 
the disclosure as originally filed for now claiming the bearing being a sleeve, and such 
being vertically fixed with respect to the keel guide. 
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Claim 52 is further directed towards New Matter in reciting the keel guide being 
disposed distally of the overall perimeter. The specification states that the keel guides 
are "placed anywhere along the hull perimeter", and "arranging risers vertically close to 
the hull". To now recite positioning distally would appear to be New Matter. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Huang et al. '208 in view of Charnock et al. and Arlt et al. 

Huang et al. '208 shows various shapes of submerged hulls, including one which 
is octagonal (figures 2 and 3) in shape, and further includes four horizontally projecting 
pontoons arranged at 90° intervals. Each projecting pontoon includes tendon porches 
224 as claimed. Vertical columns 202 extend upwardly from the hull/pontoons to a 
position above the waterline for the supporting of a deck, which itself supports 
conventional top-tensioned risers. Huang et al. fails to disclose old and well known riser 
tensioners, nor keel guides. 

Charnock et al. teaches keel guides including vertically fixed bearing sleeves 

72,74. 

Arlt et al. teaches provision of passive riser tensioners. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide keel guides to Huang et al. as taught by Charnock et al. 
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Such a combination would have been desirable so as to provide for lateral 
support of the risers. 

It would further have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to provide for passive tensioning of the risers of Huang et al. as taught by 
Arlt etal. 

Such a combination would have been desirable so as to provide for reduction of 
stress in the risers. 

The location of the keel guides is considered to have been an obvious design 
consideration, providing results as would have been expected by the ordinary routineer 
working in the art. 

The exact number of risers employed likewise would have been an obvious 
design consideration. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M PEP
